conviction of the criminals wonld leave 
their families untouched. 
These fami- 


lies would train up children to revenge 
the deathe of those who were punished' 
and tUe result would be a continuation 
of unlawry which, for years, haa made 
life and property so insecure in tho two 
territories. As a matter ot fact, the 500 
Indians transferred to Florida havo boon 
sentsnood to a lingering dtath. 
They 


have fcoeu brought up in tbo mountain 
countries, accustomed to freedom in tho 
pure, cold air of high altitudes. 
Their 


transfer to 
and confinement in the 


warm climate of Florida will simply result 
ia their dying off like so many sheep. 
Experienced army officers do not think 
that there will bo one of them alive at 
the end of the next five years.

Tuny were scolded by Fcny at the tablo i( 
there was a spoonful more of oat-me:iJ por- 
ridge than necessary for a meal; they were 
required to work in a kitchen that had boon 
renovated but once in seven years; thry were 
pressed with all sorts of unjust and unreason- 
jihlo demands; aud she, by attempting to 
'please her husbanil and enforce his code of 
administering discipline among tho servants, 
acquired tho reputation of being one ol' tho 
meanest women in Lake Forest. Xtn'orthe- 
Icss, sho failed to satisfy her liege lord and 
received from him nothing but abuse und 
cruel treatment.
